and were a.pproached ty Kruschevski , a man in his sixties v;ith a very 
odd appearance. His hair is possi'bly a wig and is dyed a reddish 
brown. He sports a Hitler-like mustache and dresses in a manner not 
in keeping with his economic status. 

Kr. K, entered the cai* and appeared quite cooperative. 3!r. Eoxley 
questioned him regarding tshe house he uened cn at 1713 Calhoxm in 
1962 ath the time -of P.obert Perrin’s death. E, remembered the in- 
cidsnt and claimed never to have ’been questioned ly the police. 

He described Perrin as a man about fifty-five with grey hair. He 
described ITancy Perrin as being about thir.ty-five C:Tfe4 and quite 
thin. He said that she was not attractive in his opinion. 

Vi, K, said that the Perrins lived there for three or four months and 
• were not outstanding in any way. They never caused a disturbance.

•When asked about the people who lived in the apartment next to the 
Perrins, Kr. E. related the following story to us; 

A la.dy about 45 years old and appearing to be a nurse or waitress 
occupied the ?.partment for an undetermined lengpth of time. She 
then announced to 1 -j, K. that she v;as leaving and a man vias taking 
over, the apart-ment. Hr. K. claims never to have seen the man and that 
he lived there for two cohths without paying the rent. ilr. K. says that 
he vent over several times to confront the man whoa he says b was not 
loiown to him 'bj' name and to collect the rennt. Ir. S. says that he 
."wrote several times to Mr. Halker(an obvious^;’ Elip}" to demand the. 
rent. . He finally served an ovic'iion notice on this unkewnn gentle- 
■ man and forced him to move. 

Kr.. K. stated that he thought the nan was an engineer because he had 
equipment in the apartment. When vre inquired as to wheiber it was 
radio equipment, Itz*. E. ansvrered e,fiirmatively. He said that he 
. thought there were "three or four sets" there.
